# Meetings amongſt ſubjets have alwayes 
been eſteemed unmeet by the Prince, as being 
the neſts wherein the Cockatrices of Rebellion 
are oft hatche; and ſcing in them treaſonable 
projects are oft, at leaſt may be eaſily ventila» 
ted, the Prince hath reaſon to advert to themg 
ind may juſtly prohibite them : for, ſince they

The Athenians perceived now their crrour, 
in believing the Lacedemonian Senate ; and 
Phanoſebus did now contiude,that fince Autos 
philu and Oranthu were removed, he would 
monopolize his Princes affetion ; wherefore 
he moves the Senate of Athens to ſend to Con 
rinth,where their Prince lived in exile,to bring 
him home, which is done inſtantly, and T heo- 
pemptis is brought home privatly, leſt the La- 
cedemonian Fleet ſhould have enſnared himat 
Sea : .. but all who had ſerved Oranthss, of 
ſtuck by eAnropbilms, were baniſhed from 
Court, and Theopemptns is necellitated to 
ſubmir to all the determinations of the Pha» 
noſebean faRion, who vex him daily with new

"The Lacedemonian Senate; hearing that the 
Athenians had refuged Theopempras, reſolved

that he was confident of many friends there, 
and their faRtiouſneſs would prove his intimate 
| well-wiſher ; 26 alſo, that. it was ſureſt game 
| to hehe Theopemptus in cAthens, leſt if be 
marched into Lacedemon, his Army might 
prove like a ball of ſnow, which the further 
trouls, grows alwayes the greater ; and that 
poſſibly the command of a King, joyned to his

' iligence , might piece up-thoſe differences, 
- which did like wedges, for the preſent, cleave 


| Sunder that rent Nation, Belides theſe, 4#- 
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#archxs deſign. was, to engage further they 
cedemonian Sepate. in-that rebellious quarre 
and;to imbrew .ſo their hands in the Bloui 
Royal, as that no capitulation might be able to 
waſh it off; and by this new imployment, tg 
acquire new reſpe& to himſelf from the Army, 
and to render the Army necellary in the Come 
monwealch, fearing leſt they ſhould! come tg 
wanr reſpec, if they come once» to want im» 
ployment. He. marcheth to Arhens with z 
well equipaged and Jong-experienced Army ; 
having exaR intelligence from bis Army of ul

ly commanded boch Church. and State, made 
head againſt him, but their Army was ſo miſ- 
govern'd by a Commirtee from whom they r& 
ceived all cheir Orders,that Awtarchns needed 
none co conquer them: beſides their own un- 
$kilfulncſs and confuſion. Sometimes in mats 
ters of greateſt cxpedition, they could not be 
conyocated, and when they were aſſembled, 
their opinions fought each one againſt another, 
whilſt all ſhould have imployed themſelves in 
fighting againſt che common enemy : thus they 
continued to diſtract that poor Nation by their 
diſtracted fancies, till at laſt Axrtarchus falls 
pon their Camp privately, and cuts them all

and that to contra friendſhip with ſuch, was

would unſeale one ariothers myſteries , and 
countermine one anothers projets : He difs 
armed the people, whereby he both diſabled 


them to a4 any thing to his prejudice for the 


preſent, and weaned their ſpirits from all mars 
tial imployments for the future ; and likewiſe 
filling his own Arſenal richly, he made himſelf 
ſeem terrible eo all that wiſhe his ruine. Being 
thus ſecured againſt foreign Incarſions, he ens 
deavours to ſetrure himſelf againſt inteſtine 
broils ; leſt elſe he might prove hke to one of 
choſe theeves, who leaves their own door open 
whilſt they go abroad co ſteal from their neigh- 
bours; to obviate which, he imploys the molt 
eminebt amongſt the Offcers, as Counſellors 
of State ; both, leſt they ſhould repine at his
